NEW PRICE RECORDS 


REACHED FOR WHEAT 


IN WEEK'S TRADING 


Bullish Reports from Argentine and 


Large Exports from U. S. and 


Canada, Boosts Quotations 


to $1.95.

Chicago, Nov. 11.—New high price 
records and substantial net gains of 
three and one-quarter cents to seven 
and three-eighths cents, were scored 
by the wheat market in the week 
which ended last night. 
Bullish Ar- 
gentine advices, resulting in large ex- 
port sales from the United States and 
from Canada, were of much effect in 
lifting quotations, till may delivery of 
wheat climlbed to $1.9514 a bushel. 
Argentine Frost Damage. 
Highest prices yet this season, and 
therefore the highest in many years, 
were thus reached yesterday, chiefly 
ibeeause frost damage in Argentina, 
added to the injury already done to 
wheat-through droughts and locusts. 
The estimates of the exportable sur- 
plus in Argentina were cut down yes- 
terday 11,000,000 bushels, and on pre- 
vious' days had also been heavily re- 
duced. 
Anything like 'accurate knowledge 
of the amount of European purchas- 
ing 'done • as a consequence in North. 
America seemed to be unusually diffi- 
cult to obtain, but that the totals were 
of liberal proportions there appeared 
to be little if any doubt. In this con- 
nection uneasiness which any trader? 
evinced at the outset of the week that 
imports from Canada and Australia 
would exert a depressing influence 
here, have disappeared. Bad weather 
in Canada interfered with threshing, 
and rust was said to be spreading in 
Australia.

Election results

prices only indirectly and in a tran- 
sient sort -of fashion, if at all. Some 
authorities' profess to trace alternate 
.bulges and 
setbacks 
In 
sympathy 
with alternating changes of values in 
the New York stock market, said to 
be more or less due to election news, 
but leading traders here were by no 
mans agreed that political considera- 
tions cut an appreciable figure of a 
lasting kind as to the price of wheat. 
Corn and oats gained respectively 
about six cents and two ancjf one-half 
cents a bushel for the wheat. Export 
call was active for both cereals and 
the Argentine crop situation as well 
as the strength of wheat were bullish 
f&ctors. 
Stiff advances formed the rule in 
provisions, the jumps ranging from 
one to two-fifteen. 
Foreign demand, 
with upturn In the value of cereals, 
were ascribed ae leading causes.

Wlllcox Concedes Nothing. 
New--York, 
Nov. 11.—Willujn R. 
Wtllcox, republican national chairman, 
again was on duty at the republican 
committee's headquarters eariy today 
but said he hao. nothing to add to his 
statement of yesterday in which he 
announced the re-election of President 
Wilson would not be conceded until 
after official counts in California anil 
perhaps other close states. Mr. Will- 
cox said he expected to call on Mr. 
Hughes during the day. 
Later Chairman Willcox gave out 
this statement: 
"The national committee is not rais- 
ing the cry of fraud nor is it going 
out searching for fraud. We have re- 
ceived any number of communications 
signed and unsigned, by telegraph, let- 
ter and 
telephone, alleging: 
frauds 
from all parts of the country, but in 
all cases the communications are re- 
ferred back by us to 
state officials 
for investigation. 
"The national committee is simply 
in the same position as state officials, 
who are 
awaiting the 
official count 
and whose duty It is to certify that 
electors have been chosen." 
Mr Willcox added that he believed 
there is much less opportunity for 
fraud now, than there used to be. 
Wilson Gets New Hampshire. 
Concord, N.'H., Nov. 11.—President 
Wilson received a plurality of sixty- 
three votes over Hughes in New 'Hamp- 
shire, according to certified returns 
from all' except one small precinct 
made public today by Secretary of 
State Bean. In arriving at this figure 
Mr Bean announced that he included 
In the Wilson total 289 votes cast for 
him in Ward 2, Dover, but omitted 
from error from the certified returns, 
and by accepting as probably correct 
the newspaper returns from Dorches- 
ter, the missing precincts which had 
not reported officially. 
The newspaper returns from Dor- 
chester gave Hughes, thirty-one and 
Wilson eighteen. 
Party leaders said 
there was no reason to question the 
figures, although 
the 
managers in 
that precinct were instructed today to 
expedite thei rreport.

"It seems a small thing," this paper 
continued, "but yet It may indicate a. 
new epoch In American political life. 
The progressive movement arose en- 
tirely independently of foreign poli- 
tics. 
Many progressive votes given 
to Wilson are given with mental res- 
ervation they will not go again to a 
democratic candidate, unless Wilson 
confirms the faith of the progressives

If he does that he will 
have 'jstabllsbed himself as the ablest 
statesman since Lincoln, and he may 
be designed to play a part in the 
achievement of peace which will give 
him a place in the world history."

Question:—I am planning to put in 
five acres of 
alfalfa 
next 
season. 
Would you advise liming the soil and 
if so how would you apply the' lime? 
O. N. 
Answer:—Whether you need lime 
or not depends upon the soil in ques- 
tion. 
Your 
first step should be to 
test it. You may easily do this with 
litmus paper or if you will send a 
sample of your soil to the high school 
it will be tested for you in the agri- 
cultural laboratory free of charge, we 
use there the Truog test, which indi- 
cates the degree of acidity and so en- 
ables one to judge how much lime is 
needed. 
Some farmers think that t>e- 
cause»they are 
able 
to raise good 
crops of corn, oats or timothy Qieir 
soil does not need lime and do not 
take the trouble to test it, and as a 
consequence lose their entire field of 
alfalfa. 
The ordinary farm crops do 
not need lime; clover and alfalfa do 
need it If the soil Is acid. In many 
cases these crops are benefited by 
light applications when the soil does 
not show an acid reaction. 
The Alfalfa Order 
of 
Wisconsin 
have collected data for a number of 
vears on alfalfa growing all over the 
state, and they find that lime does In- 
crease the yield on the average about 
500 'bounds to the acre for the season. 
If your soil is not acid and you wish 
to know whether it will pay to make 
the application, put the cost of the 
lime and its application over against 
the value of the increased yield of 
hay and figure It out. 
If the land is 
acid, lime should certainly be applied 
to insure any crop at all. 


Ground limestone is the best and 
ir.ost economical form of lime to use. 
It should always be applied to plowed 
land and harrowed or disked an. It 
may 'be put on In the fall or early 
spring, or for that matter any time 
of the year when other conditions, 
such as roads or farm work, make it 
possible. 
In planning to put in alfalfa next 
season it would be well, if .possible, 
to make the application this fall, for 
the roads are likely to be in bfttter 
condition and the farm, work not so 
rushing. 
From one half ton to two 
tons per acre should be used, depend- 
ing on the amount of acidity. 


There are machine on the market 
for spreading limestone, but for small 
areas It may be done by hand with a 
light shovel, either from the wagon or 
from small equal sized piles placed at 
regular intervals. 
If one wishes to 
apply two tons to the acre the piles 
of 100 pounds should be placed 33 feet 
each way. Lime can be thrown 16 to 
18 feet with a shovel.

To know where is the best place on 
a particular form today 
seed 
corn 
one needs to understand the condi- 
tions under which 
corn 
should 'be 
dried and then 
he 
will 
select the 
place that answers to the conditions. 
One condition Is that corn should 
not be dried in the direct rays of the 
sun, for the hot sun has a detrimental 
effect on the germ. 
Ordinarily a con- 
sideration of this requirement would 
rule out the pracUce of drying corn 
on the windmill frame, but In case 
tbe location is shaded when the sun's 
rays are most direct, that would not 
be nUed out on that account. 
Another 
principle 
is 
that 
corn 
should have a free circulation of air 
during tbe first few days of drying. 
The windmill location favors this, but 
on the other hand, If a week of rainy 
weather seta in, the corn on tie wind- 
mill frame ia absorbing moisture in- 
Btead -of drying, 
and if this wet 
weather is followed by freezing it Is 
very llkelv to injure the vitality of 
the germ. 
Ebrperlments and tests show that 
corn when taken from the stalk us- 
ually contains from 20 to 30 per cent 
of moisture. This should be reduced 
from 10 to 12 per cent or the seed Is 
Jikely to be injured. 
In exceptional 
years, when the corn matures well be- 
fore cold -weather sets in, the corn 
will stand a lower temperature being 
exposed to the weather, but during 
the 'past two years such conditions 
did not prevail. 
The corn must be brought in sooner 
or later. It Is folly to leave it outside 
all winter, so If one has a dry place 
to put the corn it should ;be put, as 
soon as selected, where It Is to remain 
for the winter. This saves handling 
an<t prevents 
risk 
of 
unfavorable 
weather conditions. Hacks that keep 
the ears separate and permit the cir- 
culation of air should be provided and 
the corn put on them and placed at 
onco in furnace room or dry attic or 
second storv room or kitchen, taking- 
care to put out of the reach of mice. 
Seed corn i« likely to be scarce and 
high again 
next 
spring, and it be- 
hooves those farmers who have it to 
take the best kind of care of it. To 
sum it all up, we make the following 
points: 
Ecnomy of time and lessening of 
risk demand that the corn shall be 
put as soon as gathered where it is 
under the following conditions: First, 
out of the direct sunlight. 
Second, 
where there is a good circulation 
about ears to carry away moisture. 
Third, where it may dry thoroughly 
before freezing weather.

PLAN BEING PUSHED 


R«pra«ent«tlve of Aimociatien Now in 


J»rre«vllle Soliciting Membership* 


to Carry on Work. 


From Lake Superior to the Gulf of 
Mexico by an improved modern mgn- 
way, Is the aim of the Meridian High- 
way aBSOciation, a representative of 
which is In Janesville at this time en- 
deavorins to get memberships In the 
association. With all the great trans- 
continental highways in 
existence, 
and under construction, there has an 
yet been little dono to connect up our 
northern and southern limits, no high- 
way through the great Mississippi val- 
ley from one end to the other. 
At the present time the association 
is working on the perfection of the 
road from Lake Superior, Ontonagon. 
Mich., to Cairo, 111. Officers have gone 
over the entire rout* picking out the 
best highways, not 
only 
from 
the 
standpoint of 
good roajls, but also 
from that of scenic 
interest. 
The 
road as mapped 
out In the accom- 
panying illustration, does not run out- 
sid* of a belt ten miles wide In all 
th« four hundred miles from Cairo to 
Beloit, and from there north it does 
not swing more than eighteen miles 
out of a straight north and south line. 
The road Is being marked with wide 
yellow bands, on which on either side1 
of the telegraph pole Is a large "M. 
So far It lias been marked from Cairo 
to Beloit and from Madison to a point 
about two miles north of Edgerton; 
by winter the connecting link between. 
Beloit and 
Edgrerton 
and 
running 
through here win hare been complet- 
ed 
It is the intention, of the associa- 
tion to have 
the entire road from 
Cairo to Lake Superior marked by the 
opening of the touring season next 
spring. 
.The association is incorporated as a 
non-stock corporation; It Is maintain- 
ed from the money brought in through 
the annual membership fees chargsd 
all members. Its purpose Is in no 
•way to make money, but merely to 
arouse interest in the proposed hig-h- 
way, 
to do what it can to bring good 
roads along the route, to lay out tie 
route, and to mark It. 
All the com- 
mercial clubs and chambers of com- 
merce along the 
route have most 
heartily endorsed the 
plan, as one 
which would be of great benefit to the 
cities on the highway. The headquar- 
ters of tie association for Illinois are 
at the chamber of commerce in Rock- 
ford; 
for 
Wisconsin 
the Madison 
chamber of commerce. 
As soon as the northern part of the 
highway has been marked, the associa- 
tion will send its representatives Into 
the southern states to make maps, 
visit commercial clubs and carry on 
much the same sort of campaign 
which has resulted In the success of 
the Meridian highway in the north.

SHOWS STRICTNESS 


OF BRITISH CENSOR 


Letter From Chicago Man Describe* 


Difficulty of Getting Anything 


Past Cen»or», 


Another evidence of the 
rigorous 
censorship imposed by the British gov- 
ernment on all mail from the war zone 
and of the excessive surveillance to 
which all men in the army are sub- 
jected, is shown in a. letter received by 
the Gazette from a young man who has 
been for two years In the 
English 
army. He was a student in the Uni- 
versity of Chicago, but at the outbreak 
of the war left for Europe to see the 
war and to write accounts of aH it* 
various phases as a special corre- 
spondent for a number of American 
papers, of which the Gazette was one. 
He explains his apparent neglect In 
writing to the fact that he was unab'.e 
to get letters past the censor. "Strange 
as it may seem," he writes, "the great 
obstacle—for me—in this expedition, 
was my interest in the war. 1 wished 
to take part in it; accordingly I joined 
the army. From that time of course, 
my mail was closely watched by the 
censors. Many letters were stopped. 
Photographs, too, which could have 
been of no valu? »o an enemy, were 
stopped because a soldier was sending 
them. Later, when I was employed in 
the orderly room (regimental he-ad- 
quarters) as clerk, I considered it best 
to stoi: writing for a while, because as 
clerk f was given access to n number 
of confidential communications, which 
I could not, of course, publish. 
"About this time, too, I express?:! 
some opinions which were not flatter- 
ing to British ears. As a result I was 
suspected and closely watched. The 
orderly room sergeant and section offi- 
cer knew that I had written for papers, 
and were doubly suspicious on that ac- 
count. I decided therefore, to write 
no more until I could obtain my dis- 
charge. 
"Even then I could do nothing, for 
soon after I was released I was se- 
verely injured 
in an 
accident, and 
found it necessary to spend most of 
my time in bed for four months. I 
have not yet fully recovered, and my 
injunts to say nothing of the healfii 
of my parents, render, it impossible for 
me to return to Europe this winter.

In every ipart of the world 
this nation has been establishing her 
products, new markets have

opened and steamship lines, subsidized , 
by the government, extended to. every , 
big port of call on the face of tho 


*° Greatest prosperity is 
being

j'oyea, perhaps in the trade with Rus 
sia, Japan's ally, who is buying every- 
thing from munitions to boots and 
shoes. In one month — last August — 
Japan exported goods to Russia val- 
ued it 
f5J43,OOu. 
This figure be- 
comes all the more significant -when 
it is stated that the imports this coun- 
try received from Russia reached only 
$32,l-f-, leaving a balance of $D,311,- 
•S75 in favor of the exports. 
South America is another part of 
the world where Japan has found 
markets which she hardly knew ex- 
isted before. Exports to the South 
American countries for the first eight 
months of this year amounted 
to 
$1,030,660, not a large figure when put

"The pampas are a very grassy 
plain. Is there anything more to be 
said? As an Englishman 
put . it, 
'What can you say about a bally bil- 
Hara table except that it is a bally 
billiard tfble?' 
Yet'the plain of the 
pampas is not like the great western 
plains of the United attes. The iav- 
ter arc broken by gullies, furrowed 
bv streams, traversed by river val- 
leys. The pampas are not. 
"Among all the landscapes of the 
world there is none more meadow- 
like than the flat pampa, with the cat- 
tlegrazing in the rich grass; but the 
beadow-jrrass hides no 
meandering 
brook. Hour after hour and day after 
day you may ride without crossing a 
stream. You will, however, encoun- 
ter ni.-iny shallow pools and lakelets. 
"Tne pampa looks so flat, so feature- 
less! But 'is it Watch a horseman 
galloping away toward the horizon, 
toward which he rises silhouuttted 
against the sky. Soon he sinks and 
drops out of sight, having apparently 
ridden over the ed'ge of the world1; 
but itn !hour later he may rise again, 
topping a more distant swell of the 
vast grassy ocean surface. 
North, 
east, south'and west it is the same—a 
billowy plain, hollowed and molded bv 
the wind-, the free-flowing air, which 
in place of running water has sculp- 
tured tbe immense expanse of flne 
brov/n ^arth. 
"In former days it mattered noth- 


t ranges of the same plain are 
drying up. Portions are suited to the 
growing of wheat, others to cattle 
raising, and stil) others in the warmer, 
rainy zone about Rosario are adapted 
best to the raising1 of Idian corn.

In the larger 
part which lies beyond the pampas, 
the other five-sixths, there is a great 
cxteut of lands destined to pastoral 
pursuits; there are some real desert 
areas: and there are also districts of 
great natural resources, which are 
either actual or potential contributors 
to the natural wealth. 
"Tht. pampas are a paradise for 
cattle, in the average year when the 
rain fills the lakelets, and the pas- 
ture whether freshly green or cured 
to natural hay, affords abundant feed. 
Occasionally a dry season intervenes: 
tbe water pools dry up; the nlam be- 
comes a waterless desert. Formerly 
in sficu years disaster overcame tne 
herdsmen and the herds.

The town did not enjoy its 
court distinction long, however, for 
It was supercedecl by Curtea d'Argesch, 
also founded by Rudolph, 30 miles to 
the southwest. And these places were 
smcceded in turn by Tirgovitse and 
Bucharest. 
"With a population not exceeding 


13,000, Campulun-g's chief industrial 
interests are centered in its paper 
mills, which are supplied with power 
by the turbulent Tergului, a tributary 
of the river Argesch. The two forms 
the apex of an inverted triangle, the 
other two points being the important 
Transvlvanian cities of Hermaanstadt 
and Kronstadt. 
It is some fifteen 
miles south of Torzburg or Torcsvar 


at the northern entrance to the pass, 
has an imposing castle which stands 
on the side o£ Ihe medieval fortress 
of Dietrlchstein, .built by a band of 
Teutonic knights in 1212. 
"Rudolph, or Radu, founded Cam- 
pulurvs near the site of an old Roman 
camp.' and one of his first cares was 
to eroct a castle and a church. In 
the latter the visitor will find a por- 
trait oi the founder bearing the fol- 
lowing 
inscription: ' 
'Great 
Radu 
Negiu Voivode, first of the descendin- 
lordK of the Roumanian land.' 


"A church of far .greater interest 
than this monument to the piety'of 
the first Wallachian prince to march 
over the Hungarian plateau and set- 
tle permanently in the fertile valleys 
of the Argesch and its affluents is the 
little chapel attached to the monastery 
of Naciocshti, which clings to the side 
of a mountain just an hour's ride by 
carriage from Campuling.

says that the site for the building was 
selected following the discovery of a 
picture in a hollow roc"k. The finder 
dug deeper and there was suddenl re- 
vealed him a large cavern which sub- 
soouently was converted into a: church. 
"Through a branch line, 35 miles 
long, between Campulung and Ptosci, 
the first capita) of Wallachia enjoys 
railway communication with the mod- 
ern capital of the united provinces of 
Wallachit and'Moldavia.. The airline 
distance.between the old and the new 
seats of government is 80 miles."
